Referring to claim 7, neither Reid-Green nor the prior art of record teach calculating a 
feed rate that satisfies a reference cutting force at a rotation angle where it is estimated that the 
maximum cutting force occurs through cutting force modeling. 

Claims 3-6 and 8-12 depend from claims 1 and 7 and are therefore also allowable. It is 
for these reasons that applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record.
